It is a pleasauL relaxation to turn 
aside once in awhile from the stormy 
consideration of political subjects ; to 
cease for a day to expatiate upon the 
errors of a decaying Ministry, or to 
ful minute againht tb« indiscretions and 
•^ .■illegalities of a Premier _w ho has wreck- 
-ed. his party in the eager' pursuit of u 
butterfly title, to a consideration of 
more fragrant and wholesome topics. 
It is pleasant, for instance, to note the 
progre.-^s of the world in the arts and 
sciences ] to criticize a new literary 
work ; to discuss current events as thev 
"pass before the reader with panorama 
like fidelity through the agency of our 
exclusive di.spatcbes, Espeuinlly is it 
urofitable to announce new invention^ 
whit h ])roniisfi to confer a lasting bene- 
fit on mankind — inventions such as the 
electric light, the utilization of saw- 
dust, the discoverv of a new motor, the 
adoption of an improved air brake, and 
r_i.ye3j -why noti — the discovery of a 
nimljod by which every description of 
wearing apparel and every object and 
fat>ric in general use are rendered abao- 
i; lutely- waterproof. By its adoption 
. ladies who venture abroad in stormy 
weather may wear the costliest silks, 
tho most delicate ducks of bonnets, the 
thineat of thin shoes without spoiling 
a single article or wetting their dear 
little feet, Gentlemen may wear the 
fashionable stovepipe in a heavy rain 
or snow storm or sally forth in their 
dress-suits and Oxford ties and find all 
they have on really improved by the 
e.xposurc. Liquids may be carried in 
thin paper-bags such as are found on 
every grocer's counter; the Poatoffice 
front of sandstone may be rendered 
impervious to the damp which now 
threatens its permanency. Waterproof 
cloaks, Arties, rubbpr goloshes and 
gum boots may be safely relegated to 
that obscurity from which they emerg- 
ed. It will he a great day for the in- 
habitants of a, damp climate when the 
method of which we speak shall have 
come into general use. Perhaps, (al- 
though the article we have before us 
does not so state) a bath might render 
I the skin impervous to the dampening 
influences of water, and might even 
render it impossiblefor a politician who 
has once applied it to his epidermis to 
blush for bis misdeeds j in which ease 
its use is especially recommended to 
the present occupants of the Treasury 
benches, who will need all the " cheek'' 
obtainable when the House shall have 
assembled. But, badinage aside, the 
astounding discovery is thus described 
in the Chicago Inter Ocean: — 

"In the presence of a small audience 
of scientists and ladies a table was 
produced. On one side of it was 
piled pieces of all sorts of dress mater- 
ials, from calico and SwisS muslin to 
the heaviest brocades j also squares of 
broadcloth, kid gloves, ladies' shoes, a 
seal-skin sacque, a silk bar, and quanti- 
ties of bita of ribbon and silk, from 
the most delicate tints of blue, pink, 
an<l green to thick black gros-grain. 
On the other side of the table lay a 
limiliar assortment, and the closest ex- 
amination with the aid of a microscope 
could detect no difl'erence in the te.x- 
turo, color, or weight of the samples. 
One of the scientists was invited by 
the inventor, Mr. Lamb, to select a 
piece of silk from each of the piles. 
One of these the inventor held in one 
hand over the bowl, and poured upon 
it a stream of water. In a moment ii, 
WHS saturated, turning a dull red, and, 
limp and drag;,'led looking as ('X[)ected 
from bUuh iou;;li treu.tinent, was laid 
upon the taliie. Turning to Mr. JMc 
cuIloub,-Mr. Lamb took from him the 
other piece, turned on the water, and 
dipped the unlucky .-lilk in the bowi 
' again and aguin, took it out, gave it u 
sliakt' and pre.slu ! Tliere it was, as 
delicate, dry ami fresh as if cut froin 
the bolt. Tlie ury voyage ot the Ih 
raelites through the IXvd Sea coulu 
1 uruly'^have seeuied more wonderfui 
to Pbaraoh's people than the udveu 
ture ot this bit of dainty fabric to 
tliObe- who kuov.- how a drop of watei' 
hopeteb.-sly (hsuolora it. Tiie inventor 
then took a piece of black silk velvet, 
with Its plumy pile, and smashed that 
around iu the water, to bring it out 
hnght .bud .siiky, and then plunged in 
a cream-colored kid glove and brought 
it up, the Hngers jWuniped out with 
water, and tiien emptied it out, leaving 
inside and out.-iide alike, chip dry. A 
murmur of udniiraiion rose from the 
ladies, and was seconded by the men, 
when tlie silk hat so dear to their 
souls was dipped and came out dry, and 
apparently refreshed with the process. 
A piece of mosquito netting was held 
out, and the water poured gently uj)on 
it, and what did it do but run round 
like shot; the stream was increased in 
volume. It ran through the meshes by 
itS: own force and left the netting as 
; dry as straw. With any coarsely wov- 
en material, such as ' tarletan or book 
muslin, this effect was produced, and 
not one particle of the moisture would 
the fibre retain. The ne.xt marvel was 
to see an ostrich plume, from which 
oven damp air will take the graceful 
curl that constitutes its charm, immers- 
ed again and again, yet come out as 
full of waves and rings as ever, while a 
companion tip emerged exceedingly 
fallen, curl and gloss alike gone. Then 
a French kid boot was held in and 
filled with water. Yet, like all the 
other samples, it came out unwrinkled 
and dry. In fact, there seemed to be 
no end to the wonder.s, the repellant 
richly deserving its name, and remain- 
ing alike invisible to touch and smell, 
while no additional weight could be 
detected. A raised front of artifically 
waved hair disappeared in the bowl, 
and came out as perfectly crimped as 
before,' rejecfch^ the water as aidock's 



almost endless, proceeded. One of 
special note was with the stand-stone 
so much u.sed iu building, yet now- 
growing unpopular befause of its non- 
resistaiice to water, which causes it to 
crumble away. Two pieces of equal 
size were shown, weighed, and then left 
in the bowl for five minutea Being 
taken out and again put on the scales, 
the one weighed exactly the same, the 
other had absorbed three-fourths of an 
ounce of water.. A paper salt bag that 
had been treated was filled with water 
and hung up on the wall. The whole 
thing seemed like magic, and sounds 
like a fairy tale; and who was this dis- 
coverer who had found what the great 
rubber company of Day it Goodyear 
iiad paid oaV over $100,000 to, experi- 
mentalists to'lind, and in vain, that is, 
A solution of hydro carbon gums that 
would enter the fabric without remain- 
ing on its surface!; that destroys the 
main objection to water]jroof garminits, 
that is, their unhealthineaa, in prevent- 
ing the esimpe of perspiration through 
closing the tiber.s; that could be used on 
tilire dress fabrics which have never, 
through any proces.s, been rendered 
waterproof, and which would neither 
add material weight nor ini[)air the 
lu.stro or fle.xibility of the fabrics. This 
there is no reason to doubt Mr. Lamb 
has achieved, for his tests have been 
repeated again and again before ex- 
perts in leather, dry goods and chomis- 
try, who cannot tind a flaw. Professor 
DoREJius, whose name alone is author- 
ity, has subjected it to a careful and 
minute analysis, and pronounces it 
"perfect." I use his own words. He 
says the inventor has in the chemical 
treatment of his solution discovered 
new compounds that chemists have 
been seeking years for. In appearance 
the solution is colorless, the consistency 
of water, free from sediment, and can- 
not bo boiled out. It has already been 
patented in this country, and all 
through Europe, ur>d it i» rumored a 
company will in all probability be 
formed to put it into practical use 
here. Its qualities are so rouiarkablo 
that it renders whatever applied to not 
only waterproof, but mothproof and 
rustproof. The advantage it will be in 
the preservation of furs, carpeLs, mili- 
tary clothing, etc., can readily bo seen 
at a glance, while an iron manufacturer 
from Troy said in using it for castings 
it would save thousands of dollars.

St. Petersburg, March 2. — The 
city is gaily decorated.

Troops 
are mas.sed in the central quadrangle of 
the palace, and in the immediate vicin- 
ity. Tlie Czar appeared on the balco- 
ny of the palace tvv-enty minutes, salut- 
ing the niullitude, amidst great enthu- 
siasm. Decrees are published granting 
iiardon of jirisonera, remitting arrears 
)t' ta.\e.-i of the rural population, and 
iwarding honors and di.stinctions. 

FRA^XE. 
LosDON, March 2. — The following 
rtunouncement of the French Atlantic 

Cable. Company appears in the morn- 
ing papers: In rv\i\y to numerous in- 
quirie.-i made by senders of American 
celf-grams tliis company begs to give 
notice that as soon as its English linen 
are coinpleted its tariff will be fixed at 
2 shillings per word for messages to 
New York, being a reduction of thirty- 
three per cent, on existing rates. The 
company adopts the- 2 shilling tarifl' 
with tlie intention of maintaining it 
without increase. 

Paris, March 2. — Noyes, the Amer- 
ican minister, has returned from his 
tour to East Africa and Spain and re- 
sumed his functions. 

ENGLAND. 
LoWDOK, March 2. — In the House of 
Commons last nic;ht Secretary of State 
for the War Department, in introduc- 
ing the army estimates, said that the 
government intended to make no change 
so far as regarded the number. He 
moved a vote of 13,489 men for the 
army, which passed. The remaining 
votes passed. 

GEBMANY. 
Berlin, March 2. — In the debate 

which followed the introduction of the 
army bill in the Reichstag, Herr Rich- 
ter thanked Gen. Camenk for his final 
statement. He said that it showed 
that the views entertained in some 
quarters relative to the relaitions of 
Germany and Russia -^/ere unfounded. 
Herr Rich ter, as a compensation for the 
increased burdens impo.sed by the bill, 
proposed a reduction of the period of 
military service. Ho said all our 
neighbors are more or less safe from 
attack in the rear, and need only to 



present a front or one side. They have 
stationed a' considerable portion of their 
•^aok;j;roddi and the;teats,>thftt°8eiemed | laud forqos cloao.to our borderi^ Our 



regiments are distributed equally over 
the whole country since the conclusion 
of the Turkish war. Russia has con- 
siderably extended her military estab- 
lishment and France has doubled her 
army. Meanwhile, we have kept err 
troops within the proportion of one per 
cent, of our population. France baa 
an army of 497,000 men while Germany 
has only 401,000 soldiers. The peace 
strength of Russia is twice as great as 
our& The full time of service in France 
is 20 and in Russia 14 years. In Ger- 
many i: is only 12 yeafsT The degree 
in which our army is behind others can 
only be made up by activity. I can 
only sincerely deplore that iron necessi- 
ty compels U3 to impose a fresh sacri- 
fice on the. German nation. We must 
preserve and uphold peace abroad, even 
BO far as our strength allows. We 
shall, perhaps, not stand alone in that 
position. In this there is no threat, 
but a guarantee for peace.

LoNDoy, March 2. — An election was 
held at Drogheda to-day to fill oscat in 
the House of Commons made vacant 
by the death of O'Leary, Home Ruler. 
V/hitworth, Liberal, was elected, ro 
ceiving 382 votes; McCoan, Home 
Rule candidate, 181.

There was not a mile of ror.d 
in Utah, Dakota, Colorado, Washing- 
ton Territory or tho Indian country, 
where ten years later there wcro 2136 
miles ; and in all tho territoiy west of 
the Mississippi river and. east of the 
Pacific slope, where now there are 
18,000 miles, supplying tho wants of 
8,000,000 people, there were then but 
3968 miles of railroad, with a popula- 
tion of 4,205,000. 

It is expected that Viy Juna next the 
entire debt of the Pacific Mail Compa- 
ny will bo paid, except a million of 
bonds held liy the Panama Railroad 
Company, which do not fall due until 
1884. Should this anticipation be re- 
alized — and the present large tniffic ot 
the line seems to assure it — a sinkinc: 
fund will be set apart sufficient to can- 
cel the bonds at maturity, and divi- 
dends will bo inaugurated. It may, 
however, be concluded by the manage- 
ment to fund what little is now left of 
the ontstaniiiug indebtedness, in which 
event dividends may be reasonably ex- 
pected at once, as tho company has 
iieen earning a dividend for the past 
year. It is believed six per cent, .per 
annum can be readily paid, with a 
sinking fund to extinguish tho debt, 
and eigbt per cent, after it has been 
paid off.

— His Worsliip the Mayor nnd a full 
board. After routine Coun. MansoU 
moved tliat tho resolution of the Council 
in favor of employing a night watchman 
at; tho rate of ^2 por month be rescinded, 
inasmuch a.s ho was informed that tho 
police pass the city hall every lialf hour 
during tlio night, and that consequently 
a privato watchman is unnocossarj". Car- 
ried. 

A communication was read from Messrs. 
Allsop & Mason, asking tho Council to 
repair a drain on Micliigan street, James 
Bay, to prevent tho flooding of certain 
property belonging to Admiral Preyoat in 
that vicinity. Referred to Street Oom: 

A request from Capt. L. M. Starr, ask- 
ing the Council to grade for a sidewallc at 
tho corner of Menzies and Qpebec streets 
and'dSering to .contribute $"^0 to the cost 
incurred. Referred to Street Com. for 
report. 

A request from Capt. Starr for tlio de- 
finition of the street lines near his resid- 
emco W.18 granted, subject to tho comple- 
tion of the city survey in tliat locality. 

An application was road from J. D. 
Warren, asking leave to erect a line of 
posts from Johnson street to his residence 
on Fort street, for the establishment of 
telephone communication. Portnission 
granted. 

An offer from Wm. Baker to supply the 
city with blasted rock at .§1.25 per cubic 
yard was referred to tho Street Com. 

Tho derk read a telegram from Hon. 
Amor DeCosmos acknowledging tho re- 
ceipt of the anti-Chiiicso petition. Re- 
ceived and filed. 

An application was road from tho Secre- 
tary of the Firo Department asking tho 
Council to give the department a site for 
tho erection of a new house for tho Tiger 
Engine Co. 

The Mayor said a petition had already 
been received from farmers for the estab- 
lishment of a public marliot nndho doubt- 
ed whether there would be enough room 
on the City Hall site for both tho mnrket 
and the engine house. 

Coun. Rome said that ho bolioved by 
the removal of some of thi- wooden shan- 
ties at tho roar of tho hull enough room 
could be provided and that the engine 
house would be an improvement- rather 
than not to tho liall. 

Tho matter was referred to the Firo 
Wardens for report. 

A communication was read from W. K. 
Bull recommending a reduction from §20 
to $5 for licensos granted to Chincao for 
peddling within tho city limits. 

Coun. Shakespeare opposed tho-suggea- 
tion and said that if carried out it would 
operate very unfairly towards the white 
tradeariieri of the city. He would move 
that tho letter be received and filed. 

Seconded by Coun. Boyd and carried. 

A lengthy communication was read 
from A. B. Gray asking tho Council to re- 
consider their determination not to ox- 
change a portion of the corporation pro- 
perty at tho foot of Yates street for a 
portion belonging to Mr. Yatca for the 
establishment of a public landing; also 
offering, on behalf of Mr. Yates, to de- 
fray tho cost of tho passage of a privato 
bill through the legislaturo to give tho 
Council the power to make tho exchnngo. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved that tho of- 
fer be accepted and that tlio City Barris- 
ter be instructed to prepare the necessary 
bill for the transfer. 

The Mayor said it would bo neces.sary 
to rescind tho motion passed last wpek 
•with reference to 'the exchange. 

This having been done the matter was 
referred to tho Public Landings Commit- 
tee for report. 

A letter was read from tho City Barris- 
ter stating that in his opinion tlio Union 
Club cannot be compelled to take out a 
license. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved th.at tho City 
Barrister be requested to draw up an .act 
to give tiio Council power to collect 
licenses from privato clubs. Tho Coun- 
cillor said that lie had been informed that 
i the club had sold liquor and that several 
gentlemen had ' paid bills and taken re- 
ceipts for thorn. He. bolioved he could 
produce proof th.it such was actually the 
caso. 

Coun. McLean said that if Coun . 
Shakespeare could produce this proof 
there was no occasion whatever to go to 
the Iiegislaturo for an act to make tho 
club pay for a liosnse. -If liquor was ac- 
tually sold without a license the offender 



was liable to p^MSMSnp^Me^frpiilS:: 
move that Coun. Shakespeare be request- 
ed to produce his proof. 

Coun. Sh.ikespeara said ho was not an 
informer and would decline to do any- 
thing of tho kind. It w.a3 not hw duty to 
assume tho responsibility of a public 
prosecution; but it was tho duty of ^ tho 
Council as a body to protect the ^interests, 
of thoso citizens who already paiiil for 
licenses. 

The motion was not seconded and con- 
soquontly fell to the ground. 

A communication was road from S. 
Nesbitt asking the Council to blast a 
small quantity of rock near his residence 
on Fort street. " '' " 

Ordered that tho rock be removed at a 
cost not greater than §00. 

; A bylaw amending tlio Footpath and 
Awning Bylaw passed its final reading. 

Coun. Mansoll moved tho first reading 
of tlio bylaw making amended regulations 
for tho impounding of dogs. Carried.' 

The following tenders wore opened for 
the graveling of Governinont street from 
Bay street to Saanich road: A. Beswick, 
$549; Wm. Baker, 8-160;'!^ James Baker. 
S48G. Tho lowest bid was accepted. 

Tho following tenders were opened for 
printing certain receipt books: The Colo- 
nist, $78; Standard, §75; J. E. McMil- 
lan, §68 (accepted). 

A rcj)ort was road from tho Firo Ward- 
ens, recommending tho construction of a 
cistern at the junction of North Park and 
Quadra streets, inasmuch ah that part of 
tho city would bo without a supply of 
water in tho event of a fire occurring, 
there. Tho ropoitwas adopted. 

A report was road from tho Street Com. 
also recommending tho building of this 
cistern; that certain proposed repairs to 
Rook Day avenue be doferred for tho pre- 
sent; also, that the flagpole opposite tho 
old Council Chambers bo removed to ami 
erected at the City ilall. Report adopted. 

Coun. McLean then read a very lengthy 
report showing tho number of ineu em- 
ployed on tho streets during tho iiuuith ot 
February and tlio nature of thoir employ- 
ment and the, number of^days put in. 
Tho Oounbillor said tho compilation of 
such a report every fortnight took alto- 
gether too much time and trouble and he 
would decline to bring in any audi docu- 
ment again. The books of tho Council 
wore open to insiioction and afforded all 
the information that could bo gained 
from a report. 

Coun. Mansell reported that the Firo 
Wardens had taken into consideration the 
recommendation of tho Chief Engineer of 
the Fire Department for tho construction 
of a wharf at tlio foot of Menzies street 
on which to run tho fire engines to enable 
them to obtain a supply of water. Tlio 
Wardens had come to the conclusion, 
however, that instead of a wharf an em- 
bankment should bo built at tho junction 
of Oswego and Bollovue streets. A flume 
could bo built from low mater mark and 
tho water thus conducted to a well. Tho 
W.irdens also recommended the construc- 
tion of 21 firs ladders in nocordanco with 
tho recommendation of the Chief En- 
gineer. He moved that tenders be called 
for tho proposed work. Carried. 

Coun. Sh.akespcaro again complained 
that the Street Committee e-xercised 
favoritism in the emploj'ment of men on 
the streets. Young men could got work, 
whilst married men with families walked 
tho streets without employment. 

Coun. McLean said that so long as a 
man performed his work faithfully and 
well ho was entitled to bo continued in 
his position. The remarks of Coun. 
Shakespeare, which were repeated meet- 
ing after meeting, wera only addressed to 
a few men in tho gallery who stamped and 
applauded v.-lionever ho opened his mouth. 

Coun. Sliakespearo replied that such 
was not the caae. IIu would not bo dom- 
ineered over by any Councillor, and it 
w.as his duty, as a representative of the 
people, when ho saw something that ho 
thought wrong going on to pet up and 
speak about it and not sit with liis mouth 
closed. 

Coun. McLean said that tho members 
of the Street Com. were gentlemen fully 
alive to thoir duty and did not want to bo 
instructed by Ooun. Shakespeare how to 
perform it. 

Tho Mayor said the discussion was quite 
out of order and must bo discontinued. 

Coun. Clarke moved that tho city lay 
sidewalks in front of property, tho owners 
of which have neglected to comity with 
notices served on them. Carried, 

Coun. Clarke ruse to a point of explana- 
tion. Coun. Shakespeare had insinuated 
that the chairman of the Street Com. had 
domineered over him (Coun. Clarke) and 
had dictated to him who should and who 
should not bo employed on'"tho streets. 
Such was not tho caso. Ho (Coun. Clarke) 
was not a man to bo domineered over, 
and what Coun. McLean had done on the 
Street Com. had been in accord with his 
(Coun. C. 's) views. 

Coun. Boyd .said that ho foU it his duty 
to statu tliat certain goud men could not 
get a day's work, whilst others were cm- 
ployod,.(dl the time. He had suggested, 
soon after ' the oloction, that all tho old 
hands bo discharged and a new lot bo 
taken on; but llio Mayor had thought fit 
to veto the idea — why, he did not know. 

The Mayor said tho system of changing 
public servants and employe.^ whenever a 
now Council caino in was a most vicious 
one. So long as a man fulfilled his duty 
faitlifully it would bo unjust to discharge 
him and tell, hint- that he must starve for 
a time in order that a new hand might bo 
employed. 

The Water CAni. was empowered to 
consult with the City Barrister in order to 
devise a now scheme for levying water 
rates. 

It was resolved to purchase 900 feet of 

pipe at •12 cents per foot from Mr. E. 
Earvin. A number of accounts were or- 
dered paid and the Council then adjourn- 
ed.

I tlio plaintiff to the Supremo Court of On- 
I tario on the ground th.at the Judge, in ac- 
cordance with the practice, left it to tho 
jury to B.ay whether there had been a 
j libel or not. Tho appellant's counsel 
urged that tho Judge should have in- 
structed tho jury whether there had been 
I a libel or not. Tho full bench unani- 
' niou.t.ly dismi.ssed tho appeal with costs.

roRT Hope, Feb. 28, 1880. 

Tho party leaving your city on Tuesday 
lastreachod this point yostordayafternoon. 
The facilities for travelling are not alto- 
gother such" as one would desire, still they 
are secure and measurably easy. The 
point reached by steamer on the Fraaer 
is some ton miloa above Chilliwhack ; 
from tluinco one can be transported to tlio 
sawmill on tho lino of travel to Hopo by 
canoe at an expense of one dollar, with 
his outfit of three hundred pounds weight. 
Some of ouv party went in this way — dis- 
tance four miles, whilst tho balance of 
tho party packed thoir aleiglis and pro- 
ceeded overland, making tho distance in 
about two hours. 

Tho distanco from tho mill to this 
point is twenty-seven miles. Our party 
of six engaged a team arid wore carried 
bag and baggage to within four miles of 
Hopo, whcro wo again resumed our sleds 
and pulled our outfit through. 

I believe it advisable for parties com- 
ing this way to atop at Chilliwhack and 
there engage tcama for tho balance of tho 
distanco to Hope. They will find a much 
bettor place for landing and improved op- 
portunities for transportation. It is not 
every d.ay that a party can procure teams 
at tho mill or points above. 

From tho appearance of tho ice-gorge 
it will be a mouth at least before steam- 
ers will be .able to roach Hopo from Now 
Westminster. 

The faro from Now Westminster is out 
of pro[jorti0n to charges between any 
other points on tho coast, but will bo 
remedied undoubtedly when travel in- 
creases and invites opposition. Again, 
parties coming this way should procure 
their outfits in Victoria. Flour is tivo 
dollars per cwt. and bacon and beans nro 
quite out of the question. 

Tho trail from noro to Ruby Creek is 
said to bo in excellent condition. After 
a day's heavy rain, Nvhich occurred last 
week, it turned cuUI r.nd formed a crust 
quite suflicient to bear up a liorso. Some 
forty miners have giun.' in this way within 
the last ten or twc'.ve days and twenty 
more will leave her i to-morrow and ne.xt 
day. 

T noticed tho telegraph lino cut in a 
number of places by falling timber. Thu 
weather outlook indicates an early storm.
